James Bryce, British ambassador to 
the United States, comes nearer hav- 
‘Ing an encyclopaedic knowledge of 
ignd sympathy with American affairs 
than any of the other distinguished 
| foreigners accredited to this govern; 
, ment. 
| He gave vigorous support to that 
‘assertion when, at the recent lay- 
'men's conference of the Methodist 
| Episcopal church, south, in Chatta- 
| nooga, he entered what was virtually 
a plea for the old-time religion, both 
ig our-own Institutions and in the 
methods whereby we approach the 
delicate subject of foreign religious 
missionary work. 

Mr. Bryce summarized with pith 
and logic facts all too sadly known to 
students who are familiar with condi- 
tions in many of the foreign fields, to 
the effect that the progress of earnest 
jaan aggressive missionaries sent by 
«ll denominations to other lands was 
a handicapped by the inconsist- 


ent commercial practices of men who, 
prafessing the faith of the missionary 
i'coming from their own country, fre- 
' quently exploited and oppressed the

The courts of several states have dealt 
with an od question, none of them 
agreeing upon a similar answer. When 
is it legally noon? (Fire insurance poi- 
icles expire at noon, and the word is 
admitted to mean exactly !2 o'clook. 
midday. But standard time has not 
been adopted in all communities. Many 
small towns cling to sun time which 
may be from a few minuteg to nearly 
an hour ealier than standard. 

In one state a fire occurred at two 
minutes past noon, sun time, andthe 
insurance company held that the policy 
had expired before the fire. Bun time 
is used in that town, but the insured 
suei the company, holding that local 
customs did not rule the potfcy, and that 
he was entitied to his insurance. The 
state courts sustained him. 

In another state a similar conten- 
tion was taken to the courts and just 
the opposite decision given. Several con-
